Joseph B. Abrams of Brookline, 
Mass. takes us to task for our 
printed complaints about Korea 
sheets being sold without the two 
top rows in many parts of the 
country. Mr. Abrams states that 
for some time past the practice at 
the Agency has been to allow a 
plate number block with a certain 
portion of a full sheet, in- the case 
of the 5c stamps Mr. Abrams says 
one was obliged to purchase 20 
stamps and that the plate number 
block would be given. 

Mr. Abrams uses strange arith- 
metic since two top rows of a 
Korea sheet are but ten stamps 
and it was sheets of 40 that were 
offered in many offices without 
the top two rows of ten. 

There is every evidence that 
there was something underhand 
in the handling of this stamp since 
there never were any reports of 
any other beheaded sheets of these 
flag stamps.

Such activity for this country as has been 
apparent has been mostly with questionable isSue of various stamps 
from the Philippine Philatelic Agency at Washington. The first shock 
for collectors was the release from some source of the 2c booklets, 
later followed by reprintings of other stamps to fill demands from 
collectors and dealers. What was happening in Philatelic circles in

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WANTED—A SERIES OF INEXPENSIVE HANDBOOKS 


Having contact with many thousands of stamp collectors of all 
‘*ypes, we are more and more convinced that there is a definite need 
for a series of small and inexpensive handbooks, each confined sole- 
dy-and wholly to a single subject. Just how much sale there would 
be for such books would be dependent on the sub- 
ject covered in each book. We feel that we could 
name several subjects where the sale would be 
sufficient to properly produce and market the book 
through a publication such as ours and where pos- 
sibly an individual in attempting to market the 
same book might find it a losing proposition. We 
would confine the subjects entirely to various Unit- 
ed States items in starting a series of these books. 
Time does not permit us to make the search neces- 
sary to produce copy for such books but we do 
know that there are probably many collectors who 
could provide proper and practical copy. Most of 
the information we would wish to include in such 
George W. Linn books has previously been published and is avail- 
able to anyone who has a library of sufficient scope to gather the 
material therefrom. 

' The fault with all of this copy however is that it has been pub- 
lished in two different forms, neither of which we consider suitable 
flor the average collector. 





It has either been printed piecemeal in a series of articles in one 
Magazine or in short articles treating only part of the subject in many 
Magazines or it has been published in a large book together with a 
mass of other information so that the cost of the book is much beyond 
many collectors who would gladly pay 25¢ to 50c for a small book 
confined solely and wholly to a single subject. 

There are also several foreign subjects which might make popular 
sellers if produced in small booklets at a low price. 

One fault with much good materia] that is printed is that it is 
grouped into a booklet with a dozen or so other articles and sold at a 
dollar or more and the collector who might be interested in one single 
article in such a book can not be blamed if he does not pay the price 
for the book in order to get that one single article. 


We would like to try the experiment of producing a series of 
small phamplets or booklets, all printed and bound in uniform style so 
that as a whole they would make a library of small booklets. 


Are there collectors who are able to prepare such copy and who 
would care to do so as an experiment? We are prepared to produce 
the booklets and see what results can be obtained. 


We should welcome letters from specialists in any U. S. subject 
fwith a view to producing a small handbook on such subject. 


We have a very definite idea of what we would be ready to try 
im an experiment of this nature, and if what you have to offer at 
present does not meet with our approval, it would naturally be re- 
fused until we were satisfied that there would be a market for such 
material. 

We should like to produce a booklet on U. S. Booklet Panes, il- 
Justrating the different panes that can be found from the various 
printings or types of plates as weil as plate layouts and giving a com- 
plete list of the known plate numbers for each item. Also illustrations 
of the covers of the books and other material of interest. 


We should also like to produce a booklet on U. S. Plate numbers, 
Wilustrating the various types of these numbers as come on sheets of 
@ifferent styles of production and explaining the manner and form 
pf collecting the various issues. 


Is there a collector of either of these items who can supply relia- 
ble copy for such booklets?

The Civil Aeronautics Board re- 
cently merged three of American 
Airline’s routes into a single route, 
so as to avoid duplication of seg- 
ments of these routes and to sim- 
plify clerical work.

MALE ANSWERS THE MAIL: 
R. C. Huntington, St. Petersburg, 
Fla. The samples of bad philate- 
lic cancellations you send me were 
bad, but I failed to notice any re- 
quest for special attention and 
knowing the lack of trained postal 
help I cannot condemn the samp- 
les you sent. I agree that South 
Boston is a bad station for cancel- 
lations, but it is second only to the 
nations second largest city. a little 
village where I was born called 
Chicago, where the “I will” motto 
seems to mean, “I will louse up 
philatelic mails.” They specialize 
in tearing flags stamps with the 
finger nail, and if they don’t stop 
that, I’m going to write a couple 
of letters to senators and congress- 
men. If there’s anything a govern- 
ment employee hates,-.it’s having 
you write to a senator or congress- 
man. Gil Wakely, Moline, fl. has 
a great idea for the post war 
period. He’s going to convert his 
large trailer into a portable stamp 
shop and tour the country selling 
stamps to people who have no ac- 
cess to dealers shops. Imagine a 
truck backing up to your house 
and delivering you a set of mint 
Zepps! Stop off at my house first, 
Mr. Wakely. Dr. R.J. Scharaff, 
Cleveland thinks philately needs a 
philatelic sanitary engineering 
corps, which would delave into 
corps, which would delve _ into 
& Miq. #278-87 wherein he claims 
only 24 stamps were issued and he 
wonders how come they are listed 
as legitimate, and he thinks the 
publishers of the Scott Monthly 
ought to hide their heads for 
bragging about the current issue 
which is crammed full of Vichy 
stamps never issued for postal 
purposes. Sgt. C.W. DeLeuze 
wants “to know why a plate or 
name block has more value than 
a plain block, and I’ve often won- 
dered. Would one of you U.S. ex- 
perts furnish us with an answer? 





THE TIFFANY OF PHILATE- 

LY—I used to hate dealers, but 
lately have you noticed how I 
have learned to like ’em better 
and even give them a plug now 
and then? I’m not averse to giv- 
ing them a little free publicity. I 
am also not averse to protecting 
new collectors from being milked 
financially and possibly losing their 
interest in the hobby. Linn Reader 
T.R. Adams of Massillon, Ohio in- 
dignantly forwards me the price 
list of one, Juanita Halamuda of 
San Diego. I don’t know whether 
that is a man or a woman, but 
from his (or her) price list the 
name should be J. Halamuda Tif- 
fany, for here are some of the 
prices charged for U.S. mint mat- 
erial! #725-Webster, 15c: #789 & 
794 Army & Navy 5c, 20c each; 
for the little Northwest stamp they 
only want 20c and for #906, the 
China commen they ask 25c each 
or a $1 a block and for #923 still 
on the agency list (Telegraph) all 
they ask is 15c. For a set of Fam- 
ous Americans they ask $8 while 
they want (and hold your breath 
here) $5 for a mint set of singles 
of the flags, $25 for a mint set of 
flag blocks and $50 for a mint set 
of flag name blocks. They will 
take no orders under a dollar 
and will not accept personal 
checks. They don’t quote this in 
their price list, but my under 
cover operatives around San Di- 
ego tell me that for a set of mint 
Zepps they want your salary for 
the rest of your life and a mort- 
gage on the income of your child- 
ren. They go easy on the kids, 
however, since they only have to 
pay off until they are 50 years of 
age. 
It is the American privilege to 
sell for as much as you can get, 
and buy for as low as possible, but 
any outfit that puts out a price 
list such as this ought to be out- 
lawed by every philatelic organi- 
zation and stamp paper, for a 
newcomer buying mint U.S. for 
his new hobby from them can soon 
sour and turn away from the hob- 
by. Here is a free piece of public- 
ity for you, Mr. or Miss or Mrs. 
Halamuda. It’s to warn every phi- 
latelist that superb copies of every 
stamp listed in your price list can 
be obtained from every philate- 
list favorite dealer for half or 
less than half than the gyp list you 
put out.

Florida School Marm 
Designed Florida Stamp 





According to Wm. S. Branch of 
Orlando, Florida, the design of 
the new Florida Commemorative 
stamp is the work of an Orlando 
School Teacher, Miss Dena Snod- 
grass who has been employed with 
the State Chamber of Commerce 
during this Centennial year. 

The unusual part about the Flo- 
rida stamp is that the seal shown 
on it is not the current State seal 
but the old seal which was set 
aside over fifty years ago in favor 
of a new seal which pictures a 
Seminole Indian and*a_ scenic 
background. The words around the 
seal were also altered from “In 
God is our Trust” as shown on the 
stamp to “In God We Trust’. on 
the new seal, 

With further reference to the 
Florida stamp Mr. Branch states 
that Orlando, fifth largest city in 
the state received a lot of only 
20,000 of the stamps and that they 
were sold out within 36 hours. He 
remarks that the city could have 
readily absorbed 100,000 of the 
stamps. Mr. Branch further states 
that for previous Commemora- 
tives, Orlondo has always had a 
much larger supply.
